France has asked Prime 
Minister MacDonald unofficially 
‘what le the British government's 
attitude toward Mr. Snowden’s 
idea, The Prime Minister has not 
yet shown any sign of reacting to 
Mr. Snowden’s statement, while in 
official circles the tendency is to 
deprecate the political significance 
of the Incident. It is known, how- 
ever. that Mr. Snowden and Mr. 
MacDenald for lone have spoken 
to. one another only on official 


ness. 

For different reasons the Snow- 
den Treasury officials, on one hand, 
and the Labor extremists have 
united in dielike of the Dawes re- 
port and opposition to Mr. Mac- 
Donald. r. Snowden resents the 
fact that he is the second man in 
the Cabinet and was not invited to 
go to Geneva with Mr. MaéDonald 
for the League of Nations meet- 
ing. The permanent Treasury offi- 
clals consider the first duty of the 
government to maintain a high 
standard of British credit. and to 
fight anything likely to injure Brit- 
ish business. The extremists gen- 
erally are discontented with the 
Prime Ministers aberration from a 
purely Socialist program.

exhaust all possibilities at home 
before it could enter into fresh ne- 
gotiations with the Allies.

ON PROSPERITY 


Sees London Agreement as 
Stepping Stone 
Seys Our Economic Wélfare 
Linked to Europe's 


America can no more separate 
herself from thé economic wel- 


fare of Durope than she can sepa- 
rate herself from her own econ- 
omic welfare, and the solving of 
Burope’s problems will result in 
great prosperity for this ay, 
Herbert C. Hoover, Secretary 
Commerce, said in an address — 
the Chamber of Commerce, before 
a large gathering of representa- 
tives of civic organizations which 
tendered a luncheon in his honor. 
Hoover did not refer to politics, 
confining himself to a discussion 
of the problems of reconstruction 
since the war.

“You have broken my heart now 
and you can't hurt me any worse 
than you have hurt me this sum- 
mer. I piedge to you my life, my 
heart, my hands, my body, my 
mind, my immortal soul, unal- 
terably, eternally and to none other 
will I give part or parcel of any 
of these things.”

In 
other words, the underground wa- 
ter supply of Owens Valley is made 
up of reservoirs separate and dis- 
‘| tinet from one another and in most 
cases separated by strata sub- 
stances which will not permit the 
‘flow of water from one reservoir 
to another. Hence it cannot al- 
ways be concluded that excessive 
pumping of welle in one vicinity 
will necessarily lower the water 
level of another area.

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DIET AND HEIGHT. 


| “Dear Doctor: Is there any diet, 


medicine or exercise that will help 
a child to grow? My little boy 
wants me to ask you. He is 5 feet 
1 inch in height and 15 years of 
age. He is very sensitive about his 
height because his twin brother is 
5 feet, 7 inches tall. My husband 
is a small man and this makes the 
boy afraid’ he will not grow very 
much. He is anxious to hear from 
you in the column and will do 
anything you advise.

Tell your boy he has lots of time 
to grow yet if he is only 15 years 
old. Have you been following our 
articles on diet for children in our 
column? The foundation diet which 
I have given so often (and will 
continue to give,) is as follows (he 
will eat other foods, but be sure 
to give him these:) 

Protectives Foods—Three glass- 
es of milk each day, at least. 
One cupful of vegetables (es- 
pecially the green leaf vegetables. 
part raw. 

One full cupful of fruit, part 
fresh, if possible. 
Energy Foods — Cereals and 
whole-grain breads. — 

Fats in the form of butter, 
cream, egg yolks, nuts. 

He can probably take a quart 
of milk a day with benefit. Then 
he must be out in the sunshine 
and air a good deal of the time, 
and he must exercise, swi on 
horizontal bars, use Indian clubs, 
dumb belis, row and swim: he 
should sleep in a well ventilated 
room and have plenty of rest. He 
should get nine or ten hours of 
Bleep. 

Tell him not to worry. If he 

continues to eat correctly and ‘live 
hygienically, he undoubtedly will 
grow considerably taller. 
It has been found that the Japa- 
nese children who are born and 
brought up in America and have 
the more varied diet that the 
American children have, grow 
taller than the children brought 
up in Japan.
